Changes In rate of postage under 
the new tax bill recently passed by 
congress were pointed out to the 
public today by 
Postmaster

first class mail will 
be 
increased 
from two to three cents for each 
ounce or fraction of an ounce. The 
rate on postcards will remain 
at 
the present rate of one cent. 
Air mail postage will be increased 
from 5 cents to eight cents for the 
first ounce and from ten 
cents to 
thirteen cents for each additional 
mince. This raise also goes into ef­ 
fect on July 0.

The rates on printed m atter such 
as advertising will remain the same.

POSTAGE RATES

First Class Mail Matter Will 


Be Three Cents Per Ounce 


Instead Of Two, 


Changes in rate of postage under 


the new tax bill recently passed by- 
congress were pointed out to the 
public today by Postmaster John 
Eckert. On .July. 6, the rate on 
first class mail will be increased 
from two to three cents for each 
ounce or fraction of an oqnce. The 
rate on postcards will remain 
at 


the present rate of one cent. 


Air mail postage will be increased 


from 5 cents to eight cents for the 
first ounce and from ten cents to 
thirteen cents for each additional 
ounce. This raise also goes into ef- 
fect on July 6. 


The rates on printed matter such 


as advertising will remain the same. 
Parcel post rates will not be in- 
creased under the new bill until Oc- 
tober 1. 


With the increase in the cost of 


posting first class mail the govern- 
ment "is issuing a new three cent 
stamp. 
The stamp'will carry an 


engraving of the face 
of 
George 


Washington, the same as is on the 
present two-cent stamp. The stamp 
will be printed in purple. The new 
three-cent stamps are expected at 
the postorfice within a few days. 


The local posto'ffice will also carry 


a supply .of three-cent stamped en- 
velopes, which were not carried up 
until the boost in postal rates. The 
old two cent envelopes can be used, 
the postmaster pointed out, by 
fixing 
an 
additional 
one-cent 


stamp. 
The two cent envelopes 


•vill not be redeemed by the post- 
office. 


Prepaid business reply envelopes 


used by a number of manufacturers 
ind businesses will be charged for 
it the rate of four cents for each 
one returned instead of the present 
three cent rate.

sees, or with reasonable diligence 
should see, that such compliance 
will probably result in an accident. 
The law only makes obligatory the 
rule of common sense regarding the 
duty of a driver at the intersection 
of streets, where traffic is dangerous 
because conflicting. This duty has 
not" been" relaxed by the Introduc- 
tion of traffic officers and signals, 
both of which are intended to facili- 
tate traffic and render crossings less 
dangerous. The driver has the help 
of the officer or mechanical device; 
but cannot dispense with due- care 
on the part by relying on them sole- 
ly? He is still bound to the same 
degree of care as before the intro-. 
duction of these modern aids, to 
travel.. He must recognize and obey 
them, but he.cannot use them un- 
der any circumstance to eliminate 
the exercise of due care on his 
part.***** 


"It is for this reason that we 


would emphasize the fact that .so. 
far as the degree of care .required 
by motorists or other drivers at 
street intersections is concerned,' 
there has been no change in the law 
of negligence by. the introduction of 
traffic officers and signals. The law 
is the greatest preventive of acci- 
dents, as is shown by the fact that 
when observed few accidents hap- 
pen> anci the protection it gives 
should not be lessened or destroyed 
by variations and refinements which 
are perils to travel by taking away 
necessary security."

Specialist Says 
Blindfold Helps 
Driving In Golf 


Urbana, 111. (AP)—Dr. Coleman 
R. Griffith, 
athletic research spe­ 
cialist at the University of Illinois, 
would teach golf by blindfolding 
the pupil! 
Psychologically, he says, a golf 
player need not use his eyes at all 
to swing a wooden club. 
Dr. 
Griffith 
has 
experimented 
with two groups of men in his lab­ 
oratories to establish that all that’s 
needed in a golf drive is a steady 
hand and still head. 
He took men who never had had 
a club in their hands. One group 
was taught to drive by the ordinary 
method. 
The others were given 
some preliminary instruction about 
stance and mechanical details of 
hitting—then were blindfolded. 
Practice continued for six weeks. 
Those who learned to drive while 


nrst, but soon the blindfolded pu­ 
pils began to catch up. When the I 
blindfolds were removed they sur-!j 
passed the others. 
Dr. Griffith explained that result 
by saying the blindfolded men de-1 
veloped the proper stance and a 
feeling for the swing which those 
who watched the ball did not have. I 
"Playing golf, like other types of 
athletic skill,” he says, "depends on 
a find sense of muscular balance, 
coordination and timing. The in­ 
struction to ‘watch the ball’ makes 
men attend to the ball rather than 
to development of that sense. 
"Looking at the ball is the only 
convenient way of making sure the 
head is held constant. It contrib­ 
utes little or nothing to gaining of 
skill.”

Primitive people in various parts of 
the world often evolved similar 
things independently, he says. 
. "The Indians of Pennsylvania, es- 
pecially theJDelawares," he reports 
"are known to have used symbolic 
characters in various religious cere- 
monies. However, no positive evi- 
dence of the people who made these 
marks on the rocks was found by 
the expedition. It may take years 
to decipher all the ancient writings, 
and even if this can never be ac- 
complished, the study and the res- 
cue of these interesting subjects has 
opened to the world historical vistas 
of the early and almost unknown 
Inhabitants of Pennsylvania. 


>: Picture Writing Common 
"In ancient times picture writings 


upon rocks were employed by many 
peoples 
where 
struggle 
toward 


civilization was similar, regardless 
of location. In Pennsylvania many 
of the pictographs left 
by the 


ancient inhabitants have been de- 
stroyed. In the western part of the 
state a few examples still survive 
the erosion of time, but by far the 
most outstanding group was found 
at Safe Harbor in Lancaster coun- 
ty. 


The pieces of picture rocks now 


on display are of the mica schist 
composition found in the lower 
Susquehanna river valley, and they 
weigh several hundred pounds each. 
The expedition at Safe HafBor last 
summer uncovered about 250 speci- 
mens of rock picture writings of 
early Indians. 
Drawings were made 


of each, and 188 were reproduced in 
plaster molds for permanent rec- 
ord. ' Others were drilled out of the 
solid rock with great care and the 
best of these will be placed, in the 
state and other museums.

archaeological 
work, who supervised the Safe H ar­ 
b o r expedition, 
reports th a t this 
petroglyph was found beneath eight 
feet of earth and sand and for this 
reason it ic still remarkably well 
preserved and has fewer signs of 
w eathering than many of the other 
glyphs. The markings are said to 
resemble the ancient Chinese ch ar­ 
acter symbolizing the location of a 
spring or well of good water. 
Animal Figures 
T he second glyph on display in 
th e state museum shows a group 
of simplified animal figures. 
There 
are two fish and between them is 
an impressionistic sketch of what 
appears to be an otter or m uskrat. 
T ile fish bear resemblance to figures 
w rought by ancient 
Peruvians in 
th eir textile 
and pottery designs. 
The

symbols 
on these rocks resemble Asiatic and 
Peruvian charactesr is not indicative 
of contact, according to 
Cadzow 
Prim itive people in various parts of 
th e 
world 
often evolved

things independently, he says.
